This country is now experien- 
cing a major inflationary boom 
and there is no genera] agree- 
ment On measures to curb it. 

Everybody seems willing to 
restrict the other fellow’s infla- 
tion but not his own. 

Labor advocates resumption of 
price ceilings on consumption 
goods, but objects to control of 
‘wages. 

Business believes that labor 
should forego further increases 
in wages, but resists any curtail- 
ment of profits, 

Farmers object to price ceil- 
ings on agricultural products, 
but not to price supports. 

No one seems to be in favor 
of increasing taxes or of reduc- 
ing government expences ex- 
cept in the abstract. 

The basic difficulty with curb- 
ing inflation is that the effective 
measures are not palatable and 
the palatable measures are not 
effective. 

Just as booms cause prices of 
agricultural products to rise rap- 
idly, depressions cause them to 
fall rapidly. During the past 
47 years this country has ex- 
perienced two major depressions 
following booms. 

General curtailment of agri- 
cultural production does not 
solve the problems of a depres- 
sion, even from the standpoint 
of farmers. It would not boost 
net farm income to satisfactory 
levels in any event, and even 
modest gains would involve dras- 
tic and complicated controls ov- 
er individual farming operations. 

General curtailment of agri- 
cultural production or stockpil- 
ing mountainous quantities of 
farm products for the purpose 
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Possible For Farm Price Stabilization 


of raising current prices neces- 
sarily involves hidden, if not out- 
right, government subsidies, and 
tends to retard rather than ad- 
vance recovery. 

More effective devices from 
the standpoint of both farmers 
and the nation are subsidized 
food consumption programs and 
direct payments to farmers. 

These Measures are not appro- 
priate for extensive use in per- 
iods of high level industrial 
production and employment, but 
in a severe depression they are, 
on balance, more suitable than 
other alternatives. : 

In considering this topic of 
“stabilization of farm prices,’ it 
is well to recognize that not on- 
ly prices but also that price 
changes perform highly useful 
functions. 

Flexible prices serve the use- 
ful purpose of keeping current 
consumption adjusted to ex- 
isting supplies. This is a high- 
ly important function, : 

In years of large output, move- 
ment through trade channels in- 
to consumption needs to be step- 
ped up appreciably in order to 
avoid waste of perishable prod- 
ucts and burdensome carryov- 
ers of non-perishable ones. 

In years of small crops, con- 
sumption obviously has to be 
restricted, 

By permitting prices to decline 
in periods of large supplies and 
to rise in periods of short sup- 
lies, a reasonably good balance 
is automatically maintained be- 
tween current consumption and 
current production. 

If price changes are to be pro- 
hibited, some other means will 
have to be found to induce con- 
suMers to expand their pur- 
chases when supplies are large 
and to compel consumers to con- 
tract their purchases when sup- 
plies are short. 

In addition to balancing con- 
sumption of individual. products 
with existing supplies, price 
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changes also direct future pr:.- 
duction. 

In a dynamic economy, agri- 
cultural industries are continu- 
ally faced with the necessity of 
adjusting their scale of opera- 
tion to changes in basic demand 
and cost conditions. And in a 
free society the economic incen- 
tive is perhaps the most effec- 
tive device for bringing about 
the needed adjustments. 

Through the’ effects of 
changes in relative prices and 
costs upon net returns, a pow- 
erful incentive is provided far- 
mers for shifting from the pro- 
duction of those products whose 
costs have increased or whose de-

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“Stubborn Disease” May Cut Production 
On Navels, Valencias And Grapefruit. 


By H..S. FAWCETT and

An increasing number of non- 


productive trees sometimes not- 
ed in navel orange orchards as 
the trees advance in age may 
be due—in part—to the infect- 
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ious disease known as stubborn 
disease. 

Stubborn disease—also known 
as acorn disease, and as pink 
nose, in reference to effects on 
some of the fruit—has been 
found in California in all sec- 
tions where navels are grown. 

In Valencias, only occasionally 
are the fruits affected severely 
enough to produce the acorn 
shape. 

What appears to be the same 
disease is found on grapefruit 
trees where it is more pronoun- 
ced in the Caochella Valley than 
in other parts of California. It 
is severe on some grapefruit 
trees in Arizona. 

The infectious nature of the 
disease was confirmed in experi- 
ments begun in 1939. 

Young trees propagated by 
means of buds from diseased 
trees developed the same ‘types 


of growth. In 1943, when the . 


trees ‘were four years old, they 
were top-worked with healthy 
buds. By 1946 these buds had 
formed a top which again showed 
the disease. Buds from the same 
source used to topwork healthy 
trees of the same age formed a 
healthy top. 

Stubborn disease is charter- 
ized by abnormal branching and 
formation of multiple buds 
which produce a brushlike 
growth of twigs. 

The folage, especially on the 
south side, usually consists of 
untimely autumn growth, which 
becomes somewhat chlorotic dur- 
ing the winter months. There is 
often a tendency for blossoming 
during the late fall and winter. 

Some of the fruits develop 
abnormally into forms that re- 
semble an acorn in shape with 
the rind of the stem half—or 
some portions of it—-growing 
normally in thickness and the 
rest of the rind developing less 
in thickness and with the thin- 
nest portions of the rind near 
the navel end. / 

When the fruit severely affect- 
ed the pulp opposite the thin 
portions of the rind has a sour 
or bitter taste. 

The crop decreases until in 
advanced cases of the disease 
very few or no fruits are form- 
ed. 

It is not known certainly 
whether it is transmitted by any 
means other than by propagation 
of nursery trees but observa- 
tions would indicate that it is 
increasing and is suspected of 
having other ways of spreading. 
The sudden appearance of the 
trouble on trees that have been 
healthy for many years suggests 
that an insect vector is spread- 
ing the disease. 

Pending further information 
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regarding “the stubborn’ disease, 
every effort should be made to 
select trees entirely free from 
this disease as a source of pro- 
pazgation for nursery trees. When 
trees develop pronounced cases 
of this disease and become non- 
productive, they should be re- 
placed. It appears to be useless 
to topwork these trees with buds 
since as has been proved, the 
subsequent growth will be in- 
fected and, in time, the tree will 
manifest the same trouble,

Headed by a major objective 
directed toward the levelling of 
price spread between consumer 
and growers of citrus fruits in 
order that growers may receive 
more for their product, the Cali- 
fornia Citrus Producers associa- 
tion has listed 12 points that 
are being given ‘immediate at- 
tention” by local groups and the 
state organization. 

In addition to the price spread 
problem, the organization is em- 
phasizing membership; encour- 


‘aging more F.O.B. selling; seek- 


ing to elimate the selling of 
fruit for by-products when such 
sale is unprofitable to growers 
and working for the elmination 
of restrictions that interfer with 
the marketing of fruit. 

The organization is seeking 
the eliminattion of auction sell- 
ing, or the improvement of auc- 
tion methods; is demanding, 
through elected public officials, 


Caution Urged 
In Orchard Use 
Of Weed Sprays 


Olive and citrus growers using 
oils and chemicals for weed con- 
trol are urged to be very careful 
in using spray materials next to 
the trees. Several groves have 
many trees that were badly in- 
jured or killed because of care- 
less handling of ‘weed killers 
observes Karl Opitz, Tulare Co. 
assistant farm advisor. 

In most cases it is practical 
either to wrap some stiff paper 
materal about the tree trunks 
or to keep the spray away from 
the skirts of the trees and hoe 
the weeds instead of spraying 
so near the danger zone. Young 
trees especially, may be com- 
pletely girdled with one swipe 
of a carelessly handled spray 
nozzle. 

In establishing a program of 
nontillage it is advisable to plan

The stubborn disease appears 
to effect Valencia trees less sev- 
erely than navels and it is more 
difficult to diagnose in Valene- 
ias than in navels.

Care of roads in the county 
of Tulare during the 1948-49 
year will run in excess of $1,-

approtioned ‘‘gas tax’’ funds. 

All road districts of the coun- 
ty, with the exception of No. 5,

DEFEAT OF PROPOSITION NO. 13 
IS NOT A PARTY ISSUE 


Although wide publicity has been given the unfortunate de- 
cision of the California Democratic party to endorse proposition 
No. 13, a proposed initiative constitutional amendment on the Nov- 
ember ballot that provides for reaportionment of the California 
Senate on the basis of population, the issue involved, as far as 
those of us in the rural areas of California are concerned, is not 
one of party politics; rather, it is an issue of whether or not those 
of us who live in the less thickly populated areas of California 


will continue to have representation in our state legislature at 
Sacramento. 


As the situation now stands, state Assemblymen are elected 
by population and in the California Assembly, the four metro- 
politan areas of San Francisco county, Alamda county, Los Angeles 
county and San Diego county have more than 60 per cent of the 
membership. That means “‘big city’ control of the Assembly, and, 
incidentally, that also means labor control. 

The 40 members of the California Senate are elected from 
senatorial districts of the state without regard to population, there- 
by giving the more sparsely settled, rural areas strong representa- 
tion in this branch of the state legislature. Under this system, which 
is the same as that of the federal government, the heavily popu- 
lated areas have a predominent voice in one house; the rural areas 
in the other. This setup provides desirable checks and balances 
for the state legislature as a whole and provides representation 
for residents of the entire state. 

To change this situation by providing for reapportionment of the 
California Senate on a population basis would place entire state 
control in the hands of representatives from the four metropoli- 
tan areas of the state and that is exactly what we people of the 
rural districts do not want. Our only hope, as residents of California 
rural areas, is to look out for our own interest and, regardless of 


party affiliations, wage and agressive campaign against proposition 
No. 13.

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Detail Of 1948 Cotton Loan Program 
Announced By Department Of Agriculture 


The following details of the 
ioan program covering upland 
cotton produced in 1948 have 
been announced by the U.._S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

The average loan rate for 7/8 
inch Middling’ cotton, gross wt., 
will be 28.79 cents per pounds, 
which is 92% percent of the 
parity price of cotton as of Aug- 
ust 1, 1948. The parity price on 
August 1 is 31.12 cents per 
pound. Last year the average 
loan rate (92% percent of par- 
ity) for 7/8 inch Middling cot- 
ton, gross weight, was 26.49 
cents per pounds. . 

The average rate for 15/16- 
inch Middling cotton will be 
195 points (1.95 cents) per 
pound above the average rate

The loan rate will apply to the 
gross weight of the cotton and 
the average rate for 15/16 inch 
Middling cotton, gross weight, 
will be 30.74 cents per pound. 
' Premiums and discounts for 
grade and staple in the 1948 
loan program will be calculated 
in relation to the loan rate on 
15/16 inch Middling cotton. 
The schedule of premiums and 
discounts for grade and staple 
applicable in the 1948 loan pro- 
gram was issued on May 24, 
1948 when an interim loan pro- 
gram was also announced.

It seems impossible to devise 
a plan for the complete stabili- 
zation of farm prices which is 
economically sound, administra- 
tively practicable, legally en- 
forceable and politically accept- 
able, , . 

Unless a program meets these 
four conditions of economy, prac- 
ticability, enforceability and ac- 
ceptability, it is not likely to last 
very long. But any program 
which does meet them is not like- 
ly to eliminate all fluctuations 
in farm prices. 

Even if it were possible to 
hold farm prices steady, it prob- 
ably would not be desirable to 
do so, : 

Price changes play an import- 
ant role in an economic system 
which permits freedom of choice 
in consumption and freedom of 
enterprise in production. That 
role is to keep current consump- 
tion adjusted to existing supplies 
and to keep production adjusted 
to changes in basic cost and de- 
mand conditions, 

Not all price changes, however 
contribute to these ends, Those 
that do not might well be reduc- 
ed in both frequency and 
amount. 

An appropriate goal of agri- 
cultural price poligy May well 
be the lessening of the instabil- 
ity in farm prices but not the 
elimination of all price changes.

Check Tomatoes 


For Corn Earworm 

Watch ‘your’ tomato fields 
carefully in August for infesta- 
tion by the corn earworm; es- 
pecially if there are any corn- 
fields in the vicinity. Walter 
J. Cordua, assistant farm advi- 
sor, says this caterpillar is the 
most distructive of all because 
of its development within the 
fruit. 

It is often difficult to detect 
the presence of the corn ear- 
worm. It seems to prefer toma- 
toes which have reached a dia- 
meter of 3/4 to two inches. Pick 
hree or four hundred develop- 
ing tomatoes in different parts 
of the field and examine them 
closely: If more than two or 
three percent contain earworms, 
control measures should be un- 


Farm Storage 
Urged For Grain 


An appeal for grain growers 
to store more of their crop on 
their farms has been made by 
Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan, who states that com- 
mercial facilities appear insuf- 
ficient to accomodate the large 
volume of grain that is going 
into market channels. 

The secretary urges farmers 
to put ranch storage facilities 
in shape or to construct such 
facilities ‘‘ not, only to safeguard- 
the food supply but to protect 
the farmers’ investment in their 
grain.”
